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THE JEWS IN PALESTINE. 


IN another column of this-issu2 further particulars are.given of the: 
cruelties and dangers to which the Jews of Palestine are .being subjected 
by the Turkish Governor, D}EMAL PASHA. - Eight thousand Jews have been 
deported from Jaffa, after having been robbed of their property, and have 
gone forward in starving masses on the roads to the Jewish colonies. Three 
hundred yore, from Jerusalem, have also been © evacuated " amid the most 
distressing circumstances. Gangs of thieves find in these people a 
unique opportunity, and robbery. is supplemented by murder. There 
is no pretence that these harsh and atrocious measures are of 
general application. They are aimed specifically and apparently solely 
at the Jewish inhabitants, who have offended it seems by exhibiting joy at 
the approach of the British forces.. “Dj)mMAL PASHA has openly declared 
that he will make the Jews:share the fate of the Armenians, the record of 
whose extermination forms one of the most ghastly chapters in the history 
of the war. tut the “optimistic’ refugees appear to think that. the 


. Turkisl experts in the gentle art of massacre will evince more sublety in | 
their snsthods—in. other words, that they will.get rid of the Jews by the 


slower but equally sure procedure of starvation and disease. Whichever 
the course adopted there.is no gainsaying the dire peril in which these 
unhappy people and with them the pioneer work of generations in Palestine— 
now stand; and every Jew—as indeed every non-Jew—who has not 
the heart of a stone will do all in his power to avert this calamity. 
It is to the interest of no belligerent that war should be made on the people 
—-the women and children and.old men—and although this human principle 
has been violated so often on both fronts of the war, is it too much to hope 
that the people who have gone to lay the foundations of a new Jewry in 
Palestine shall, at all events, be spared the threatened horrors? It is 
gratifying to English Jews to be informed that the Conjoint Committee took 
prompt steps in the matter. Other Jewish bodies, here—among them 
naturally the Executive of the Zionist Federation—as well as elsewhere 
adopted what action they could. Let us hepe that the intervention has 
warded off the worst of what threatened our people in Palestine! 


THE RUSSIAN SITUATION. 

ALTHOUGH the-state of affairs in Russia seems to be more satisfactory, 
it is still: unfortunately not a little obscure and fraught with anxiety. 
Happily the prospects of a revival of the old régime appear to fade more 
and more into the distance, so that the autocracy may be regarded as a 
thing of the past. But until some definite and agreed form of government 


emerges out of the conflicting tendencies and forces, !t ts unwise to shut our; the world of the old Jewish teaching, “Man does not live by

pacifist, Lenin, as a Jew whose real name is GoLDBERG. There is, 
it may be aswell to say in passing, net a word of troth in this statement, 
and, as a matter of fact, the information which reaches us leaves little 


a power for moderation acd restraint in the politics of the country. 
There are indications, so it seems to us, of a disposition in certain 
quarters in Russia, not, it may be, to make a_ separate peace 
with the Central Powers so’much as to conduct the national affairs in 
such a way as to reduce the country to a_ state of passive belligerency. 
It is unnecessary to labour here all that such a course, if adopted, 
must mean in the way of signal benefit to Germany and grave 
disadvantage to the cause of the Allies, inclading that of Russia her- 
self. We cannot believe ttat the Rnssian people, having rid themselves of 
Tsarism, will listen to counsels intended to place Kaiserisin around their 
neck. Anything that tends either to an actual separate peace or to the 
re-establishment of conditions only a degree less mischievous has been well 
dealt with in the admirable messages from the American Jewish Committee 
and Mr. Gomrers, the Jewish President of the American Federation of 
Labour. We commend in particular the message of Mr. GOMPERS to any 
Kussian Jew who might be amenable to the cuoning manceuvres of German 
diplomacy. American workmen, he declares, share the view of the Council 
that the only way in which the Germans can end the war speedily is by 
following Russia's example, forcing the Hohenzollerns and the . Hapsburgs 
to abdicate, and driving from power the tyrannous military caste. 
The war, he says, is being waged against 


“our common enemy, 
and he begs 


the democracy of Russia to join the 
democracy of the United States in rejecting the “ pro-Kaiser Socialist 
interpretation of the demand for no-annexation.”” The German Socialists, he 
observes, “ should attend to this,” instead of trying, ‘‘ by false pretences 
aud underhand plotting, to bring. about an abortive peace in the interest of 
Kaiserism and th: ruling class.” That would be more in accord with their 
professed principles than the holding of “pretended international con- 
ferences at the instigation or with the connivance of the Kaiser,” or 
the deluding of Russians and Americans into a policy of “ no annexations, no 
indemmnities,”’ the object of which is to leave German militarism in the 
Such manceavres, if they succceded, would have to be paid 
for by the world with the triumph of reaction, and, sooner or later, witha 
tcesh deluge of blood. As to Jews, their liberty would be in constant 


menace, and, what is even more than theic liberty—their dearcst ideals— 
would be rendered hopeless.

A MISCHIEVOUS ARTICLE, 


WE were’ sorry to see in the Daily Mail of last Tuesday an article 
which seemed positively designed to inflime popular feeling against Jews in 
particular, amorg others who happen to be “ friendly aliens,” on the ground 

that they were recklessly consuming the food supplies of the country. The 
‘article was headed with the anger-provoking title of “ Aliens Eating Us 
Out.” It spoke of “young Russian Jews having a very merry time, living 
on the tat of the land,” snatching the jobs of Englishmen called to the 
colours, earning wages running into £8 or 49 per week, and “ going all 
out’’ for food. Now we earnestly put it to Lord Norructirre whether 
this is the time when he shou'd allow a journalist thus to write at large 
and let his imagination run riot upon a delicate question which, if it is to be 
touched at all, should be handled with the utmost care and discrimination ? 
We are certain that the last thing in the world that Lord NorkTHCLIFFE 
or anyone connected with his papers must wish would be to provoke an 
cutburst in this country of racial animosity. Such a result could only mar 
the harmony which is so vital to the prosecution of the war and play 
straight into the hands of the enemies of the nation. We very much hope, 
therefore, that the methods of which we have had this regrettable example 
in the Daily Mail will not be persevered with. If there are individuals— 
either ‘friendly aliens” or natives—-who are violatiog the solemn obliga- 


duty in the war let them be dealt with reasonably. Popular agitation of 
the sort instigated by our contemporary cannot achieve the desired end, and 
can only be productive of: national mischief, And that mischief may be 
worse than any evil it is sought to avert. 


THE CITY BEAUTIFUL. 


No one—certainly no Jew—will read, what we may perhaps call the 
confession of artistic faith of Professor ROTHENSTEIN, who has just been 
appointed to the Chair of Civic Art at the University of Sheffield, without a 
feeling of the keenest sympathy. Ata time of tense international rivalry 
and struggle for life, it is perhaps inevitable that the merely utilitarian 
should usurp men’s thoughts and dominate their action. We see this 
tendency in particular in the constant encroachment of the more “™ prac- 
tical ” studies in the educational sphere. We are doubly gratified, there. 
fore, that it should fall—with perfect aptness we would add—toa Jew to cal] 
aloud for regard for the ideal, and to demand greater attention for the arts 
and the humanities. Professor ROTHENSTEIN bases himself, very properly, 
on the unassailable ground of the public well-being. We have to keep a 
sense of proportion in these times, and to beware of the fatal delusion 
that national greatness is to be measured only by scientific progress 


or industrial prosperity. Now, more than ever, is there need in

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the Jew, or in Mr. SOLOMON J. SOLOMON’S arresting portraits of the ever. 
lamented ALBERT JeSSEL and others, or in the many gems of colour and 
fancy which Jewish artists bring to the shrine of Nature and beauty in the 
same institution. Professor RorHeNstein pleads for Art as a Civic 
necessity; for a “ more generous attitude to other aspects of life than the 
merely commercial.” “A great citv,”’ he points out, “ should express itself 
in some ways through esthetic beauty and dignity, not merely by 
showing borrowed specimens of work in a gallery, but in its own 
building, furniture, crockery, and metal work, carpets, embroideries, and 
plate.” In other words, Art should enter into and be part of our daily life. 
Here, again, we are at the very core of Jewish teaching. Just as religion 
is not, according to Jewish thought, a thing for some special hour or day, 
but an all-permeating and ever-present idea, so ought the artistic ideal to 
be ever with us. Neither art nor religion is a thing apart from life; they 
must pervade our lives. The world will be a nobler, as well as a more 
beautiful place to live in when this Jewish way of envisaging the great 
truths of existence prevails in the minds and hearts of men. 


ALDERMAN FRANKENBURG. 


Tue Jewish Community will receive with respectful regret the news 
of the death otf Alderman FRANKENBURG. We say the “ Jewish Com- 
munity '’ as a whole, because the Alderman's reputation had travelled far 
beyond Salford, of the Corporation of which he was so conspicuous an 
ornament, and where be worked so long. He was one of those not too 
frequent cases of a provincial Jew acquiring national note. Alderman 
FRANKENDURG'S Career was a romance—one of the many which the Jew 
has written in the cities of the diaspora. In business and in municipal 
life he showed the ability that has carried so many coreligionists to the 
front rank in these spheres. ut never in all those years full of the 
burden of honour did he forget that he was a Jew. If, as Mayor, he went 
to church with his municipal colleagues in the morning, they accompanied 
him to the syaagogue in the evening. There was goodwill and respect on 
both sides, and the Corporation showed these feelings by unanimously 
voting him to the Mavoral Chair for three years in succession, In all the 
affairs of bis coreligionisis Alderman FrincensurG showed a keen 
interest and an unflagging devotion, and his death is ia ae conventional 
sense a real loss to Anglo-Jewry.

Every true lover*of light and learning wil! none the less be grateful} 
to the Uuiversity authorities for their declining to accept conditions so 
entirely foreign to the fine record of the great seat of knowledge.

TRADITION ! 


We observe that Mr. S. Rowson, M.Sc., has given notice of a resolution to 
be moved at the next meeting of the Board of Deputies proposing the securing 
of an authoritative record of the number of Jews with the 
forces.

The Kiddies of the Slums. 
A Selfish Interest. 


O, I have by no means forgotten! A correspondent sénds me a 
note underlying which there is, it would seem, just a soupvon ot 
reproach. “As, as 1 observe, you are spending a few days at 
the seaside,” he says, ‘1 wonder whether you have forgotten the 

little kiddies of the slums and alleys of the towns who néed so terribly a 
breath of fresh air.’ No, 1 have by no means forgotten, as 1 say. For two 
or three weeks past I have had it-in contemplation to put to the readers of 
this column exactly what my correspondent has asked the present writer: 
Have you torgotten the little kiddies of the slums and alleys of the town who 
need so terribly a breath of fresh air? In these days, even more 
surely than in normal times, there is so very very much to claim 
the minds and the hearts of men and women that, sad and discouraging 
as it is to think so, it is not remarkable if the little kiddies of the 
slums and the alleys have, so to say, been thrust on one side. 
Who can give much thought to their needs when the holocaust of 
a cruel and bitter war is demanding every moment's contemplation 
and consideration from all? The little kiddies of the slums and the alleys 
are not, so the average person is prone to think, in the picture of 
the war, and that is what is so exclusively gaining our attention. And it is 
the war,’’ ] am sure, that will be set up A I venture to plead that these 
little ones shall not be wholly forgotten but shall be remembered. 


S it, however, the fact that these children for whose country holiday 
the present writer would wisb his readers to help provide, are not 
in the War picture? On the contrary, does it need more than a 
moment’s thought to convince us that they are very much in it? | 
was present a few weeks ago at a farewell to some troops who were ordered 
to take their places in the fighting ranks on the battle front. There 
were many speeches made, andone of therm that particularly struck me was by 
- ayoung brave solder who proudly wore upon his breast a decoration that had 
been awarded him in recognition of conspicuous service. He gave some 
details of his own life’s history. “1 was just a boy out of the back 
streets!’ he exclaimed. Yes, he was a kiddie of the slums, a young Jew, 
who had won, and was winning, honour for his people and the gratitude 
of his country. It is the good that is in these boys and girls 
out of the back streets that is secured when means are atiorded 
them for the breath of fresh air they so sadly need. And it is 
upon these kiddies of the slums that the country has to draw in its hour 
of need. It is they who with splendid spirit and fine pluck went to swel! 
Jewry's Roll of Honour when the gage of battle was flung to the land, to 
which above all others the Jew owes an unpayable debt. ‘The vast propor 
tion of the great Army and the mighty Navy that are defending England's 
cause were just—kiddies of the slums. 


if is not, however, on the score of gratitude that any of us should lend 

an ear to the needs of the little ones. Gratitude is a sorry foundation 
upon which to build a donation list. It is well-nigh as rickety a one as 
philanthropy, and a call to the sense of social duty is not much more reliable. 
All such things or any of them form a substance which it is so easy to over. 
come by the passions and the sentiments embedded in most of us. Of what 
use is it to speak of gratitude? Who can judge where and when 
the feeling is sutficient or deficient ? Certainly not the one who 
owes it, and assuredly not the one to whom it is due. Both estimates will 
always be as faulty as that of a Chancellor of the Excheiuer budgetting for 
war expenditure. And philanthropy’? Who is capable of so accurately 
measuring the complicated strands of human character as to select one 
which shal] prove when tested to be free of aught that conflicts with true 
motives of philanthropy? Besides, the philanthropists are in any 
case so few. Itis clearly no use building any plea for the kiddies of the 
slums upon such things as gratitude or philanthropy. We must rely upon 
more solid etufl and appealto a larger constituency. Is there one available ; 


ELL, the kiddie of the slum is day by day growing in importance and 
bids fair to blossom out into a recognised economic asset of great 
national value. With huge prodigality this country like so much of the 
world in general, and our community also, has been using up its man. power, as 
the process is euphemistically termed. To put it less obscurely and more 
directly we have been killing off our young men at such an appalling rate by 
war that it looks as if there were going to be a serious shortage of the male 
population. For reasons into which | do not wish here to enter, the fact 
that we have at the same time conserved the female population makes 
matters so much the worse. Because it is not nearly so disastrous to thin 
down a population as gravely to upset, as this war must do in all belligerent 
countries, the balance of population between male and female. But it 
would obviously be more disastrous still—even if such were feasible—to 
kill off enough females to restore the balance. So there is a cry for 
population increase because the man- power has been depleted. The 
problem, however, is not really how toincrease the numbcr of children 
born. It is how we can accomplish the better conservation in health, strength, 
and vitality of those who come into the world. There are plenty of 
children born; what is likely to cause the human shortage in view of the 
war-slaughter is the number of children who die—who are killed off 
because they are kiddies who are asphyxiated by the noisome poison-gas 
of the slums and alleys of our great towns. The least selfish of us can see, 
without any detailed explanation, how it is absglutely necessary in our own 
interests that the little kiddies of the slums should be saved, and to the 
extent; the enormous extent, that a country holiday—a breath of fresh air— 
can save them, they must be saved. There is no need to ask for funds te 
do it with. The selfish will surely be only too anxious to help—themselves 
really. The philanthropists and the grateful ones do not want asking 
either—they will be only too willing to give.

OBITUARY. 


DEATH OF ALDERMAN I. FRANKENBURG. 


The death of Alderman Isidor Frankenburg, }].P., one of the mos 
prominent figures in the Jewish and public life of Manchester and Salford, 
occurred on Saturday. The 
deceased bad been seriously ill for 
some time and he passed away, in 
his seventy-second year, at his resi- 
dence, Hetierston Grange, Weaver- 
ham, Cheshire. He was President 
of the Manchester Jewish Board of 
Guardians (which is now boused in 
a building presented by and. named 
after him), of the Manchester Com- 
panies of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
and of the Grove House Lads’ 
Club, and until a few months ago, 
when failing health necessitated his 
retirement, a member of the Coun- 
cil and Executive Committee of the 
Auglo-Jewisb Association as repre- 
sentative of its Manchester Branch. 
He took a very considerable share 


in.the the municipal life of the Borough of Salford, of which be was \Mayor 
for three successive years (1905-1908), 


Alderman isador Frankenburg, J.P. 


Born in Russia nearly seventy-two years ago, political troubles caused Isidor 
Frankenburg, then a boy of twelve, to be brought to England with his mother, with 
whom he lived for some years in London. Subsequently removing to Manchester, he 
started as a leather merchant, and later, by his keenness and industry, successfully 
carried through a latge number of army contracts during the Franco-German war. 
Eventually he founded the widely-known business of waterproof manufacturc rs in 
Greengate, Salford, becoming one of the largest employers of labour in the borough 
He was a zealous and active member of the Great Synagogue about forty years 
ago, and in 1883 was elected Vice !'resident, assuming in the following year the 
position of lresident. Subsequently be and his family joined the synagogue o! 
British Jews, of which he was at his death chairman of the Council of Founders 
and delegate to the Board of Deputies. Asa philanthropist Alderman Franken- 
burg’s work an Ong his own people chiefly centred in the Jewish Board > 
Guardians, of which he was the President for many years and which be right! 
considered the premier charity of Manchester. At first handsome nie Paes sob 
ank then liberal benefactions on a wide scale were showered on his pet charity, 
and these finally culminated in the generous gift of a house at 1#4, Cheetham 
Hill Road, to be used for communal purposes, and rightly named “ Frankenburg 
House,” asa permanent memorial of hissplendid work for his poorer Coreligionists 
He took a particularly deep interest in the welfare of boys, and was President of 
the Manchester Companies of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and also of Grove House 
Lads’ Club, which he founded and endowed ior their benefit. No event was 
more welcome to the community than to hear some eighteen months ago that 
Alderman I'rankenburg bad attained the ripe age of seventy years, as it was the 
long-wisbed for opportunity they had been anxiously awaiting to show their 
esteem, even affection, tor him, and their high appreciation of his noble career of 
unselfish and zealous labours. ‘A lengihy account of this commemorable event 
appeared at the time in the JEwisH CHRONICLE, and general satisfaction was 
felt by all that the substantial cheque presented by the community was invested 
by the donee for the benefit of the Girls Club in Higher Broughtor, in which 
Mr. Frankenburg and the members of his family took an active and deep interest 


MUNICIPAL CAREER. 

As a much-esteemed citizen outside the Jewish community, Mr. Frankenburg 
was elected a member of the Salford Council in 1887. His fine record of work 
led to his elevation to the Aldermanic Bench in 1901, which was followed by his 
popular election to the high position of Mayor of Salford in 1905 and his subse 
quent re-election in the two following years, Whilst holding that position, it was 
said, in regard to bis indefatigable energy, that he devoted one hour each day to

At such 
a time as. the present the loss our community has sestained by the death of 
Alderman Isidor Frankenburg will be most keenly felt. In him we have lost the 
lay head of Manchester Jewry, a philanthropist.in the.rcal sense of the word, and 
a man in whom the attributes met which mark the English gentleman and the 
ideal Jew. He was estimable in every relation of life. He will be missed—yes, 
sadly missed where earnest men come together to serve their fellows —in. 
philanthropy, in charity. Of the loss sustained by his nearest and dearesr I-dare 
not trast myself to speak. It has made a void in their hearts that will never be 
filled. Truly it may be said of him, as was said of Saul: “A prince has fallen in 
Israel.” A beautiful life, beautifully spent, has gone to ils eternal rest and home, 
there to receive from the God he loved and trusted the reward for a lite so 
unselfishly spent as Isidor Frankenburg's. May God give him of the fruit of his 
bands, for bis works praise him in the heavenly gates.

Dr. J. LEONARD LEVY.

The news of the sudden death of Dr. ]. Leonard Levy comes as a great shock 
‘to his old fellow stadents at the Jews’ College, who remember him as one of the 
brightest, and who, separated from him by great geographical distance and even 
greater distance of thought on many things, yet kept their old affection for him 
and watched'with pride the distinguished position be attained as a Rabbi and a 
citizen in the Uniied States. He was younger than myself but we were always 
very close friends. For many years we speat much time together every week 
outside College hours, his good. temper and keen sense of humeur making his 
compaoionship always pleasant, and his robust mind making the association 
always an advantage. He was very gifted, and, like all who passed under the 
influence of Mr. Singer, whom Levy especially idolised, be had a keen apprecia- 
tion of English literature, which helped his great natural eloquence to clothie itself 
always in graceful expression. His ideas on religious matters were ever broad. 
Broadness of a kind is sometimes more or less of a pitfall when the accompanying 
intelligence is not of the highest standard, but his intellectual ty was high 
and his feeling was deep, and therein lay his safely and his greatness. 
He expressed some surprise, when he came to see me on his last 
visit to England, that 1 had remained so far behind him in what he con- 
s dered my old-fashioned orthodoxy. Il'ut I realised that there was a place and 
work for-us both, and I rejoiced to think that the advanced school of thought in 
which he was ‘the brilliant leader bad in him so ernest an exponent and so 
spiritual a “retigionist.

* Such was “Simcha Baker's ” way of addressing young people when he met them 
wandering about in the streets of London. “Simcha Baker "took the._yonng.man 
io a “ Beth Hamedrash,” known at that time as “ Simcha Baker's” Beth Hame- 
drash, kept him for a few weeks, and procured work for him. 

Hundreds of Jews he brought back to Judaism, and many families inthe 
East of London owe to him their position.

Mr. Ropert SMILLIE (President of the Miners’ Federation of Great Britain) 
seconded the motion. He expressed the hope that the aims and aspirations of 
those Jews who desired to dwell in a country of their own would soon be realised. 

Mr. Ropert WILLIAMS (General Secretary of the Transport Workers) 
supported the resolution.. He said that if any body of people were entiiled to 
send congratulations to the Russian people it was the Jews, because nowhere had 
they suffered worse persecution or more outrages than in Russia. Jews could 
rightly convey such congratulations, not to the Russian Government, but to the 
Russian people. If Jews had suffered through pogroms and outrages, these had 
not been the will of the Russian people, but had been instigated periodically by 
the governing classes for their own motives. The position of Jews during the 
war had been worse than that of other people because they had been u:ed as 
pawns by the different military parties on the Continent. If Jews felt a yearning 
to come together.as a_nation, might the near future see'their aspirations realised 
out of the persecutions that have been inflicted upon them from the very ages ! 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. NATHAN LASkI, J.P., said that, as one of the few men left who about 
thirty: years ago addressed a meeting of protest against Jewish outrages, he con- 
gratulated the Russian people, but more especially the Russian Jews.

The Petrograd Jewish community has reduced its membership fee from 
twenty-five to three roubles per annum, a decision wifich had been vetoed by the 
old Government as too democratic. A Committee has also been set up to 
reorganise the Loard of Management. A special Government decree on the 
Organisation of Jewish communal! affairs on a democratic basis is expected shortly 
The democratic wing of the community has sent a petition to the Ministry to 
expedite the preparation of a measure providing for direct, secret, and proportional 
elections in the setting up of communal Boards of Management 

The new Petrograd Jewish Council, which looks after the political interests 
of the Jews, consists of the three members of the Duma, MM. Freedman, 
Bomash, and Gurevitch, and of a number of communal leaders and Zionist 
representatives, including MM. Grusenberg, Sheftel, Mandel, N. Katzenelson, 
Rosoff, and Greenbaum. The Council acted on behalf of the Jews in tendering 
thanks to the Premier for the Emancipation Act and in other important matters

the present. crisis tn Russi an history to express their gratification and joy, their 
thankfulness and hope, that in the general trend towards the emancipation of the 
Russian people our brethren will necessarily share, and that freedom to live 
where they will, and liberty to work and pray as they will, shall be the lot of our 
hitherto down-trodden and oppressed kith and kin in Russia. 

It is an old adage that “fools rush in where angels fear to tread,” and 
nothing can be more dangerous than precipitate action in a crisis such as the 
present in Russia. It is often safer to wait than to send burried messages of 
congratulation, before the world, or, rather, our own ommunity, has had 
breathing time to realise what has bappened. 

To my mind, therefore, the proper and prudent course for the governing 
body of the Board of Deputies to adopt was the one which it did pursue, namely, 
to be deliberate and calculating, and to do the right thing at the right time 

[I am afraid it is not undersiood by many that we Jews have to be more Care- 
ful than other people, just because we are, in the Prophet's words, “the stone 
upon which are set the seven eyes” of the world. We are watched, we are 
misrepresented, sometimes in ignorance, oft wilfully. When an upheaval like 
the one in Russia occurs—in a country in which our brethren form so large a 
proportion—it is absolutely necessary that we should not give the impression of 
selfishness or self-seeking.(a libel which is frequently brought against us), we dare 
not make it appear as though we cared not a straw what happened to the country 
n which we lived, provided we made profit out of the situation, and our own 
nterests were served. It is, therefore, right that in any public expression that 
goes forth from our brethren here or elsewhere this should be borne in mind 
and that in the congratulations and thanks conveyed to the Russian Government. 
due notice and recognition should be paid incidentally and not primarily to th, 
happy change which seems to be dawning for our brethren as part of the 
Russian people itself. 

And when all is said and done, it seems to me that resolutions coming from 
larger or smaller bodies, more or less representative, are rather of subjective value 
than objective. Their effect may be compared to the effect produced by Prayer 
of which I once read the following definition :—‘ The effect of prayer is on the 
pray-er.” The chief value of such resolutions may, after all, lie in the effect 
not upon those to whom they are 
[f, in the present instance, we are brought to think more symppatheti-

cally of our brethren in other lands and of their needs, and resolve to do our level 


best to help them, then some practical good will result, and not a mere abstract

ENGLISH JEWRY IN DECAY. 


Proposals for Reconstruction. 


By S. GILBERT. 


This article is headed “ English Jewry in Decay.” The statement is a strong 
one. Can anyone deny itstruth? The time has come for plain speaking. The 
Anglo-Jewish organism is a decaying and a dying organism. It exhibits in its 
every limb the symptoms of coming dissolution. Si wronumentum quacris, 
circumspice. 

The synagogues of Anglicised, and more. particularly London, 
Jewry—the rest of the community will become Anglicised to-morrow— 
are all but empty. The vacant benches mock the echoing laments of 
the preachers—those of them who still have heart enough left to 
lament. Our representative institution, the Board of Deputies, raises thoughts 
painful for utterance. Its leadership is tactless, self-opinionated, and grotesquely 
contemptuous of the mere rank and file. Its outlook is cramped. No spark of 
imagination lights upits debates. It is sunk in routine. It was born more than 
a century ago, and spiritually it has never grown up—the Peter Pan of Jewish 
history 

Then our charities. One's ears grow tired of the perpetual appeals for help 
These moanings and weepings, this din and competitive beggary, offend and 
weary one. They may gain their ends sometimes, but the fuss and noise set up 
in the process—the attempt to flog declining enthusiasms—are sufficient proof 
that something is amiss among us 

So I say again that Jewry isin decay. How many members of the Anglicised 

community takeareal living interestinits work? How many sons of Anglo-Jewry feel 
within them the call of a great past, or frame large conceptions of the Jewish 
future? How many ever even think seriously of the future? And let us not 
forget that if the Revolution in Russia succeeds, as we all ae and believe 
it will, the observant Judaism of that country will cease to pump its warm blood 
into our moribund frame. : 
“ ANARCHICAL.” 

What, we may ask, is atthe bottom of Anglo-Jewish decay’ There are 
many causes, no doubt, but one has become increasingly glaring im its con 
spicuousness—I mean the anarchical lack of organisation among us. Take the 
domain. of ‘religion. There are different forms of Jewish religious worship 
throughout the country which have practically no points of spiritual contact. 
Even so-called orthodox groups revolve in virtually independent orbits. 

Take, again, our charitable organisations. These, if report speak true, 
are not co-ordinated to anything like the degree that is necessary to 
efficiency. And finally, there is what one may calli the political constitution of the 

ommunity.. We have the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Assoc/ation 
which control between them our relations with the Jews and Governments of other 
countries. In reality these relations are in the hands of the Conjoint Committee 
which works to all intents and purposes in the dark 

But the grave feature of a!l this infinite sub-division of authority is that there 
$ no One single agency capidie of giving direction and inspiration to the thoughts 
and energies of the community. English Jewry, in a word, is built up in water- 
tight compartments. Religion bas nothing to do with politics, politics bas nothing 
to do with charity, charity has nothing to do with anybody—except his pockets 
(and, of course, the people it befriends) And so there is no leadership, no 
guidance—and, therefore, no interest and no enthusiasm. = 

This brings me to my proposals for re-organisation. I venture to lay it down 
boldly that we cannot tinker with the existing systems. We want a sea 
Change. The whole of our arrangements bave to be radically revised. 
In the first place. we want an entirely new body. This body must 
take under its charge the whole of the affairs of the community—its religious, 
charitable, political, and all other concerns. It should receive some entirely 
new name, such as the Jewish Representative Council, or the Jewish Elective 
Council. And it might be organised on something like the following lines :-— 

First, as to election. The board of Deputies is spiritless because it derives 
its being from a spiritless system—the synagogue. One cannot gather grapes 
from thorns, nor figs from thistles. If I may alter the metaphor, a vigorous com~ 
munal organisation cannot grow up if it be fed at the breast of a dying organism, 


THE ONLY WAY. 


Where, then, are we to find the constituents of the Jewish Representative 
Council? It seems to me that there is only one way. We must go direct to the 
Jews of the country We must regisier the Jews—aye, and the Jewesses—in 
various cities and towns. We must form them into loca! organisations, and these 
Organisations must elect their representatives on the Jewish Counci!. The 
membership of the organisations will include the membership of the Syna- 
gogues. It will also include, one hopes, some of the many thousands who now 
are totally outside the synagogue and Jewish affairs generally. It will, of course, 
include members of the Friendly Societies and Trades Unions, and it wil! also 
prevent that duplication of voting which is always probableif you give to Syna- 
gogues and Friendly Societies the right of being represented as such. In this 
way we would get an entirely new and far more representative body than we have 
now. It would be a body with a much broader basis and moved by the power 
derivable from the enlistment of fresh minds in the communal service. It would 
provide us therefore with an engine such as we have never had before, and would, 
I make bold to think, give a new impetus to communal government. 

It would, of course, need a good deal of organisation. Appeals would have 
to be made to the Jewish masses to come into the new movement. And a great 
deal of trouble, and no doubt some expense, would have to be incurred; but, given 
the right spirit and the right men, I cannot believe that the task is anything like 
insuperable. We may not get all Jewty into the organisations, but the electors 
would at least be more numerous than the handfuls of men who elect the 
Board of Deputies. 

And now as to the method of working of the new Council. I would suggest 
the formation of a numberof Committees. There should be a Political Committee 
which should do the political work now done by the Board of Deputies, and 
which would co-opt the Jewish Members of Parliament. This Committee should 
keep in touch with Jewries in other parts of the world. ' 

Next there would un cher this scheme, be-.a« Charities Committee which 
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would have supervision of all the Jewish charitable organisations, certainly in 
London, and, to the degree that it is possible, in the provinces. It would look 
after their organisation, preyenting waste and overlapping, and regulating 
appeals, and probably, in the end, amalgamating all our charities. 

Then there would be a Religious Committee, upon which the yarious Jewish 
religious bodies of the country would be represented. This Committee would 
form the nexus between these bodies which has been so long desired but never 
Obtained. It would leave, of course, absolute self-government to the various 
religious systems in our midst. But it would also press at once and without 
further disgraceful delay the overdue task of ecclesiastical re-organisation, tryin® 
in the process also to bring about that United Synagogue of the United Kingdom 
upon which so many vain sighs have beenexpended. The Chief Rabbi and other 
leaders of the different religious groups would be co opted as members of this 
Committee. 

And finally there-might be a General Purposes Committee which would have 
supervision of matters not coming under any of the above categories, such, for 
example, as the encouragement of study, the spread of Jewish literature, the 
support of Jewish literary societies, the setting up of a statistical bureau, and so 
forth, 

A REAL JEWISH LEADER. : 

It would be the duty Of these various committees to) present detailed and 
periodic reports to the general body of the Council meeting at fairly frequent 
and fixed intervals. The members of the Council would elect the chairman. and 
other honorary officers, as well as the committeés, and the chairmanship would 
be an office of great dignity. Indeed for the first time we should have, in its 
occupant, a real elected lay head of the Jewish community instead of, as up to 
the present, a leader who was never really appointed as such. He would speak 
with authority for his fellow-Jews, and his views would be listened to. 

Now the above scheme is not put forward as something complete in itself, 
and still less as something sacrosanct which cannot be touched or amended. 
It is not even put forward as the only possible scheme, for many defects— 
some, maybe, of a legal eharacter—may well be found in it. But I do say 
that some scheme there must be, and I suggest that. the Board of Deputies 


or some other body should set up a Reconstruction Committee to formulate 


proposals. The community cannot go bn with its present methods. It 
cannot meet the new times with the old equipment. It is like trying to force 
an adult into a boy's knickerbocker suit. Nor can there be any delay. 
It is a matter of here and now. The country at large is not postponing its 
re-organisation till the war is over, its allies are not, nor is theenemy. Why 
must the motto of English Jews alone be: to-morrow ? 


Professor Rothenstein on Civic Art. 
THE CITY BEAUTIFUL. 


Professor Rothenstein, whose appointment to the newly-created Chair of 
Civic Art at the University of Sheffield we announced last week, has sent to the 
Vice-Chancellor (Dr. Ripper) a statement of his aims and ideals for the advance- 
ment of native art and the architectural beautification of the city. He believes 
that the arts and humanities should demand more attention, and that their 
encouragement is essential to public well-being, Hitherto, he says, the subject 
has been almost entirely neglected except that art schools and picture galleries 
have been provided here and there in order to pay some kind of tribute to its 
claims. 

His desire is that definite training should be given to students gifted with 
creative faculties in order that they may express in outward form something 
higher and better than that which appears to satisfy our present industrial civil- 
isation. He says it is to cultivate a more fruitful use of the real talents which 
exist everywhere towards a more generous attitude to other aspects of lifethan the 
merely commercial that the work at the newer universities is being undertaken. 
A great city should express itself in some ways through esthetic beauty and 
dignity, not merely by showing borrowed specimens of work in a gallery, but in its 
own buildings, furniture, crockery, metal work, carpets, embroideries, plate, etc, 
The decoration of public buildings should be the work of local men; the schools, 
hospitals, and churches should be decorated by local artists, and, once a definite 
object is given to training in the schools of art, in a decade men and women will 
be able to perform these tasks for themselves in a way which the purely theo- 
retical and often amateurish training does not enable them to do to-day. 

One wants more creative life in our Cities, he says, and those who feel in 
themselves the stir of this spirit should have a fair chance of developing their gift, 
to their own lasting advantage as well as that of the public.

Mr. COHEN, in making the presentation, said that 
it was but a small testimony to the very many good qualities which his 
friend, Mr. Defries, possessed. 

Mr. DEFRIES, in reply, stated that he accepted the testimonial in the same 
spirit in which it had been given, and assured the members that it would be one 
of his most valued possessions, to be handed down as an heirloom in his family

members for the address which had presented to his father.

Prior to the declaration of the poll the Chairman gave a review of the work 
of the synagogue during the past year. He also made sympathetic mention of 
the sons of members who had fallen in the war. He referred to the permanent 
appointment of the Rev. S. Levy, M.A., as Minister, and felt confident he was 
expressing the feelings of al] present in again wishing Mr. Levy every happiness 
and success. Mr. S. Jacobs had been permanently appointed as Secretary, and 
they all greatly appreciated the energetic manner in which he had carried out the 
onerous duties of his office, to their entire satisfaction, even before the opening of 
the synagogue.

He thought that a monster thanksgiving service should be 
held to commemorate the beginning of a new era, and the liberty of our Russian 
brethren. 

Mr. L. PELSEeNSTEIN seconded the motion for the adoption of the report, 
and dwelt upon the work of the Beth Hamedrash. 

Discussions upon items in tlie balance-sheet were entered into by 
various members. Particular attention was drawn to the expenditure under the 
heading of “ Minyan” and “ Choir,” some members being of opinion that no 
minyan should be paid for in an orthodcx synagogue aad that volunteers should 
be found for the choir. 

The report and balance-sheet were unanimously adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN raised the question of the position of the Synagogue's 
Hebrew and LKeligion Classes. The parents whose children attended 
the classes paid 8s. 6]. per term, which barely covered the cost -of edecation 
of each child, particularly as many children were admitted free of charge. 

A Burial Society in connection with the synagogue was formed. 

Mr. ALEX. Rubens, LL.B., the representative at the Board of Deputies, 
reported on that body's work during the past year, and thanks were accorded to

End Synagogue, held on the 6:h May, the ssnior Warden, Mr. Neville D. Cohen, 
in the course of his address, congratulated the meeting upoa the sustained 
financial prosperity of the synagogue, upon the large sums which it had raised 
for general charitable purposes, and upon the good fortune it enjoyed in possess- 
ing officials exceptionally capable and enthusiasticin their work; but headmiited,

Board, assured of the material success of the synagogue, should devote their 
minds im the coming year to endeavour to discover the causes and to find the 
remedies for this situation, and I suggested that some way towards a solution of 
these problems might be found in secaring the association of ladies—seatholderg 
—in the work of the synagogue. 

Ireminded the meeting that, in May 1913, a resolution proposed by Mr, 
Ernest Franklin, and seconded by me, calling upon the United Synagogue Council 
to take steps to secure to ladies—seatho!ders—the right to vote for honorary officers 
and Board of Management, and the right to serve upon the Board of Management, 
was duly carried at the annual meeting, and forwarded to the United Synagogue 
Council, and that, although four years had elapsed, no such steps had been taken, 

I pointed out that, in the meantime, public opinion had so ripened as to the 
appropriateness of women taking part in public affairs that there should now be 
no hesitation on the part of the United Synagogue to take steps to carry out the 
mandate which it had recsived from this synagogue, and, similarly, from manv 
other synigogues, in 19.3 ; and I urged the new officers and local committee, and 
more particularly the new representatives at the Council, persistently to pursue 
this matter, so that, by enlisting ladies in the work of the synagogue, and thus 
bringing new minds to b2ar upon old problems, to hope to find a solution for the 
indifference to religious education and tp public worship to which Mr, Neville 
D. Coben had. drawn attention. 

Thereupon Mr. Elkan N. Adler and Mr. Ernest Lesser, bringing to the sub-

THE JEWS IN PALESTINE. 
DJEMAL PASHA’S THREATS. 


WIDESPREAD TERROR. 


The Jewish CHRONtIcLe has received further details with regard to the 
desperate state of affairs in which the Jews of Palestine are placed, The 
evacuation of the civil population of. Jaffa was carried out early in April 
ostensibly as a measure of military precaution, but really as a measure 
chiefly aimed at the Jewish population. While, on the one hand, all 
Jews—even German, Austro-Hungarian and Bulgarian—were ordered to 
leave the town, Mohammedans and Christians were permitted to stay with 
individual permits which were-consistently refused to Jews. 

No means of transport were provided or obtainable for the purposes 
of those who ‘were ordered to leave the town. Nor were the Jews of 
Jaffa the only ones who were thus treated. Three hundred Jews 
from Jerusalem were also deported amid circumstances-of the utmost 
cruelly. The eftect of the evacuations in Jaffa is that: eight. thousand 
Jews were evicted from their homes and were not allowed to take away 
any of their belongings or provisions. Their thouses were looted and 
pillaged, even before the owners had left them. Bedouin women, Arabs 
with donkeys, camels, etc., came to carry off all valuables and furniture, while 
‘the Jewish suburb of Tel Aviv was sacked under the eyes of the authorilies. 
As an example of many of the ruthless acts visited upon the Jews, it may 
be mentioned that two Jews trom the Yemen were hanged at the entrance 
to Tel Aviv, the object being—it was explained—in order to indicate the 
fate in store for any Jews who might be so foolish as to resist the order 
for evacuation. 

The roads to the Jewish colonies north of jaffa are lined with thousands | 
of starving Jewish refugees, and many cases are reported of wealthy Jews 
who were found dead in the sandhills round Tel Aviv, mast. probably the 
victims of robbery and murder. Ia order to drive oft the bands of robbers 
preying on the refugees on the roads, the youeag men of the Jewish colonies 
organised a body of guards who agreed to take (urns ia order te watch the 
roads. These guards, however, were promptly arrested and pepo 2 
by the authorities, after suffering considerable maltreatment. 


worst. Dyemal Pasha, who has openly declared that the joy of-the Jews 
upon the approach of the British forces would be shertlived, as he would 
make them share the fate of the Armenians, is thought to be too politic to 
_ order definitely a cold-blooded massacre. This is the most optimistic 
hope of the poor people driven out on to the waysides. They 
seem to think that Djemal bas made up his mind to exterminate 
the Jewish population by more subtie meaus—by condemning them to 
starvation aad to. death, by hunger and disease which he would point to as 
merely calamities over which he had no control but.which would exter. 
minate the population just asettectively asa masgacre.. _[t is possible that he’ 
may even order the punishm mnt of those who have looted and pillaged under 
his orders, or at least with his coanivance. Vor he is said to be an adept 
at exciting one part of the population against the other, and thus providing 
himself with the best-opportunity of i those of whom he wishes 
to be rid. 


We are infotmed that the Head Office of the Anglo-Palestine Company at 
Jafia was some weeks ago removed to Jerusalem in good order, and that the 
offices of Patestina-amt were subsequently also removed from Jaffa to Jéru- 
salem, a Branch being established in Petach Tikvah. 


ACTION BY THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE. 
We are informed that as soon as it became aware of the distressing news 
frorn Palestine, the Conjoint Committee took action which it deemed most 
appropriate and effectual in the circumstances. 
The Executive Committee of the English Zionist Federation, upon learning 
of the condition of our brethren in Palestine, took all steps possible in the 
circumstances to obtain correct information as to what had occurred, and left no 


outrage upon our brethren in the Holy Land.

JEWS AND ART. 


The war bas apparently exercised an altogether salutary influence over this 
year's Summer Exhibition at the Royal Academy. There is less striving after 
sensation, more restraint, and more genuine Art. It is interesting to note how the 
exhibition illustrates the various functions of Art. We have Art the chronicler, 
depicting for us the outstanding events of these stirring times, and the men and 
women who are playing notable rdles upon the world's stage. We have Art the 
interpreter, endeavouring to read the lesson of the age and characterise its ideals 
and aspirations. We have Art the nature-lover, seeking to record the varying 
aspects and moods of this wonderful planet in which we live. But best of all, we 
bave Art that thinks and dreams and imagines, that peoples its canvases with 
creatures of fantasy and adds a new world to our own. 

Jewish artists in England are, for the most part, content to tread the beaten 
track as to artistic method, though among their ranks are to be found the devotees 
of all the schools we have mentioned. Mr. Solomon peoples almost a gallery of 
bis own with notable portraits. Mr. Pilichowski, in a fresh masterpiece, links up 
the old Jewry with the new. Mr. D'Arcy Hart lovingly shows us how beautiful 
simple flowers may be, and Mr. Friedenson shows us the glories of cloud, land, 


and moon, Miss Helen Jacobs takes us into fairy-land. These names are selected 
at random. 


MR. PILICHOWSKI'S MASTERPIECE. 

Mr. Pilichowski's “The Sons of the Talmud” (215) continues his series of 
great pictures illustrating the more intimate aspects of Jewish life. He has never 
done more powerful work than this, unless it be bis graceful Succoth picture, 
now in the possession of the Chief Rabbi. A number of elderly students of the 
Talmud are shown in a well-equipped Beth Hamedrash. Several fine Jewish 
types are drawn with obvious sympathy and understanding, but the dominan; 
figure of the composition is a young man in the centre of the canvas—a veritable 
raasterpiece of characterisation. His thumb-worn copy of (he Talmud lies open 
before him, but underneath one may dis ern a newspaper, and he is palpably torn 
bet ween conflicting emotions. The secular world is calling to him, while he 
hesitates to leave the old paths to which his life had been dedicated. He gazes 
with the eyes of a dreamer into the. future, and wistfuily wonders what secrets it 
holds for ham. The picture is replete with a wealth ‘of de‘ail, and ddds to its 
value as a graphic record of an important phase of Jewish intellectual and 
religious activity.

OTHER WORKS. | 

Mr. Arthur Friedenson in“ The Road Across the Common” (242) is not sceg 
at lis best. The composition is mediocre, the only redeeming feature being some 
Striking cloud effects, which, however, much over-balance the rest of the picture. 
Very delightful is Mr. Prank Emaouel’s “The Town Hall, Rye” (795). He 
excels in depicting old architecture, and one is glad to see him resisting the 
iemptation to desert ancient buildings for sand-dunes, which have their own pro- 
fessors! In saying’ this; however, one intends no reflection on his excellent 
mieriors. “A Hall on Notting Hill” (667) is well up to the standard which 
earned Mr. Emanuel admission to the Tate, though we should have preferred to 
see the superfluous domestic left out. ' 


‘Mr, Isaac Coben is develonirg with rapid stride into a portrait painter of 
the first rank. _ This young Australian ‘artist likes plenty of square feet on which 
to display his expansive talent, but, given ample room, he kaows what to do with 
it. His‘ Mrs. Brotherton-Ratclitie” (673) is a very arresting piece of work, the 
furs in which the sitter is arrayed being most felicitously reproduced. 

Mr. Isaac Snowman, in “ Frolic ” (674), reverts to a former genre in which 
he excelled. He shows two youngsters (where does he find his pretty children ?) 
gambolling on the grass. Delicate effects of light and shade are introduced into 
a composition; the colour work of which is of a high standard. Mr. H. D'Arcy 
Hart shows in “Mixed Flowers” (299) aad “Flowers” (350) much sympathy with 
nature and sense of colour. MissAmy J. Druckec's“L'Attente” (733) isa suggestive 
little canvas with a hazy indefiniteness about it appropriate to the subject. Her 
work shows much promise. A gem of delicate fancy is Miss H. M. Jacobs, 
water-colour “The Magic Mirror” (962), with its rainbow tracery of happy 
sprites. Miss A. Dorothy Cohen, in her “Portrait of a Lady” (489), sends an 
interesting and pleasing study. Miss Joan Joshua's “Irma” (594) shows a young 
girl on a couch, well-drawn but spoilt by an ugly shadow effect on the face. 

In the sculpture room, one is pleased to note a little group, “ The Mother ” 
(1602), the work of Miss Bertha Diamondstein. It is hardly tender enough to be 
altogether pleasing, and the artist has obviously a number of technical difficulties 
to overcome. But the work is on classic lines and of considerable merit. Mr. 
Delissa Joseph is represented by an architectural drawing, 

Among other works of Jewish interest are Mr. Walter W. Ouless's portrait of 
the late Lord Rothschild (242), a very disappointing work; and Mr. Stanley 
Inchbold's “Spring in Palestine, ” a somewhat pasty and unalluring landscape 
with plenty of colour but no locai colour to recommend it.

A Sermon of the Week.

THE 
ind the son Of an [sraclitish cr being an egyptian, went ont among 
the childven of Israel: and this son of the Isracliinsh woman and a man of Israel strove 
together tn the camp. And the Israclitish woman's son blasphemed th: name of the Lové 

and cursed.” —Leviticnus vriv., 10. 11 

To-morrow's reading of the Law draws to a close with the narration of 
this incident. A youth, who is the offspring of a mixed marriage between 
an Israelitish woman and an Egyptian husband, commits the unprecedented 
crime of blaspheming the name of God. The criine was so new and so 
uncontemplated in the legislation of Moses that no provision was 
made for its possibility. We witness in our own times new crimes 
that hitherto were inconceivable. Is it surprising that antiquity 
should furnish similar instances? The malefactor is put in ward 
till God's will should be declared in the matter, and subsequently 
it is enacted that “he that blasphemeth the name of the Lord shall 
surely be put to death."’ The law thus promulgated would seem to refer to 
acrime of such enormity that it could have no application beyond the 
special incident here recorded. The case recorded in the text is 
to be regarded as an extreme iastance of an attitude of defiance 
towards God's laws which is far from being exceptional. There are many 
ways of defying Heaven's laws, and the altitude we have in mind may 

manifest itself in a variety of sinful deeds. God being a ‘:od of truth, a 
God " whose seal is truth,"" to indulge in untruth, to lie, isto deface this 
seal, is to blaspheme the name of God. The habit of lying 
leads to false swearing, and he who swears falsely takes the name 
of his Godin vain. “And though they say, As tbe Lord liveth, surely 
they sware falsely. O Lord, do not thine eyes look upon truth’"'! But 
the lesson suggested by the story of the blasphemer is capable of further 
extension. The ridiculing of things sacred and religious is sure'y a species 
of blasphemy, yet it is a very common sin, and one to which we Jews are 
specially prone. As a people we are

. What is the world of the young ? Is it not the-parental home in which they 
receive their religious training? Such was the home which the blasphemer 
in the Scriptural story forsook for the larger world outside, the world of 
thoughtless pleasure and sensual enjoyment, in which he followed his law- 
less impulses which led to his destruction. Ele commenced by scoiling at 
virtue and religion ; he treated heaven as a myth; faith as an old woman's 

fable. He ended by blaspheming God. The Rabbins further suggest a 
connecticn between this story and the passage which precedes it. In the 
preceding pissage (Leviticus xxiv,, 5-9) there is enacted the conmandment 
of the show-bread. Twelve loaves were to be set upon the table of the 
Tabernacle before the Lord. They were to remain on show from one 
Sabbath to another. “ The son of an Israelitish woman” ridiculed the

custom. Hesaid: Itis usual for a king to eat hot bread every day, and 
not cold bread seven days old. Why array the king's table with such stale 
food? Itis a suggestive thought. It implies that the scoffing habit is 


often encouraged by the unthinking manner 
presented to them. They are asked to 
stale customs, for rites that have no meaning for the age 
to which they have survived. If such customs continue in vogue long 
after they have ceased to serve a useful purpose, they lose their power of 
appeal to the religious consciousness. The performance of them is liable to 
beget irreverence, and irreverence leads to profanity. The words in the 
Song of Moses at the Red Sea, “this is my God and I will glorify Him” 
are explained by Jewish writers to sigoify that our worship of God should 
be of a nature tc invest religion with noble thoughts; it should consist of 
everything that is clevating, and of nothing calculated to excite derision.’ 
How to train up our children to revere things deserving of reverence should 
be the first thought of Jewish parents. The story related in this 24th 
chapter of Leviticus is seen to have a bearing on the subject full of valuable 
suggestion.

Russians and Military Service. 


The Russian Consulate General requests us to insert the following announce- 
ment: “The Russian Consul-General has received fromthe Russian Provisional 
Government in. Petrograd an Official Order stating that all Russias citizens who 
have failed to report themselves for Military Service must come before the proper 
Military Authorities in Russia not later than the 2Sth May, 1917, when they will 
not be subject to punishment for having hithertoevadedservice. RKussiancitizens 
who are arranging to leave Great Britain for Russia to comply with the above 
order should, in the event of there being any doubt as to their arriving by the 
date specified owing to the difficulties of travelling, apply personally to 
the Russian Consulate General, 30. Bedford Square, W.C., between. the hours 
of 10 and 1 or « and 4 for the purpose of having their names registered.” 


Allied Aliens and Military Service, 
GOVERNMENT BILL 


The Government has now introduced a B.1! designed to secure the incorpora- 
tion into the fighting services of friendly aliens. It is called the Military Service 
(Convention with Allied States) Bill, its object being to 


Enable His Majesty in Council to carry into effect conventions which may be made 
with Allied and other Statesas to the mutual lability of His Majesty's subjects and 
subjects of the Allied and other States to military service. 

The clauses of the Measure ure as follows - 

1.— His Majesty may by Order in Council, signifying that he has made a convention 
with a foreign country allied or otherwise acting in co-operation with Fis Majesty in the 
present war (inthis Act referred to as the coniracting country) which imposes a mutual 
liability to military service on British subjects in that country and on subjects of that 
country in the United Kingdom, direct. that this Act shall have efiect with respect to the 
contracting country and the subjects of that country; and on any such Order in Council 
being made, this Act shall have effect according] y. 

2.—(1) Where this Act is so applied with respect to any country, the subjects of 
that country shall be liable to military service under the Military Service Acts, 1916, in 
the same manner as British subjects ; and those Acts shall apply accordingly, subject to 
the follow:ng modifications : 

(a) The appointed date shall, as respects subjects of the contracting country who 
come within the operation of the Military Service Acts, 1916 and 1917, on the 
application of this Act in respect of that country, be te thirtieth day after the 
date of the Order in Council applying the Act, and as respects subjects o/ (he 
contracting country who come within the operation of the Military Service 
Acts, 1916 and 1917, after that date, be the thirtieth day after the date on which 
they so come within the operation of those Acts: 


(%) A Subject of the coatracting country shall be deemed to be wit’ he cxcep- 

tions under the Military Service Acts, and 1917, uf he is fa‘ 
certificate of exemption for the time being in force granted unde ior 
by the Ambassador or a duly autMorised public Minister of that country the 
United Kingdom but not otherwise ; 

(c) Any British subject arriving in Great Britain from the contractins after 


the date of an Order in-Council applying this Act to the subyecrs of oat con- 


tracting country shall, if not ordinarily resident in Great Br ait, seemed for + 


the purpeses of the Military Serwce Acts, 1916 and 191/, to be ordinarily 
resident in Great Britain as-from the date of his arrival, weless he shows that 
the part of His-Majesty's dominions in which he last resided was some part 
other than Great Britain. 

(2) For the-purposesof the limitation on the number of aliens who. may serve 
together at anyone time in any corps of-the regular forces imposed. by sec: on ninety- 
five of the Army Acts, subjects.of.a contracting. country whe become liable to. military 
service by virtue of.the. application of this Act in respect of their country shall, not be 
reckoned in that number. 

. . 3.—ThisAct may becited.as.the Military Service (Conventions with Allied -States) 
Act, 1917,.and shall be iacloded amongst the Acts which may be cited as the Military 
Service Acts, 1916 and_1917.

A huge marquee was 
erecied in the grounds of the Maccabee Association, and here all the Jewish boys on 
leave, or stationed in Cairo, assembled for two memorable days. The tapestry of the 
marquee, the flowers, and the decorations were splendid , there was an excellent menu 
each day, while sleeping accommodation was provided at the Anzac Hostel, famous 
throughout Egypt as the toremost hostel for soldiers. 1 was privileged to hold 
services tor them, The final verdict of the boys, after photographs were taken of the 
assembly, was that they had not had such an enjoyable time since they left England. 
In the closing speeches we “toasted” our brethren on other fronts, and the only 
regret was for those in this force whose duty prevented them being with us. As the 
stirring strains of Hatikvak rang out at the end, after “God Save the King,” our 
hopes waxed high that we should soon re-enter our own Holy City—Jerusalen—of which 
we had been thinking so much throughout the Feast. 1 was very grateful to see our 
boys among their own people for Passover, and to be able to give them all that was 
possibile for the Feast, both spiritual as well as material.

THE SEPHARDIC CONGREGATION’S PLEDGE, 


CHARACTERISTIC RESOLUTIONS, 

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees of Congregation Shearith Israel, held 
at the Vestry House, Central Park West, and Seventieth Street, New York City, 
Nissan 12th, 5077 (April 3rd, 1917), the following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted 

Whereas, His Excellency Hon. Woodrow Wilson, President of the United 
States, did yesterday request of the Congress to declare the existence of a state of 
war between the United States and the Imperial German Government. and 

Whereas, the members of this ancient Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, 
the first congregation of Israelites in North America, dating from the year 5415 
(1665), did in the American Revolution dedicate themselves to the cause of liberty 
and offer their lives upon the field of battle, as well as their fortunes, to 
establish this Republic, and in support of its army and navy as their descendants 
and those who came after them have done in each and every one of the wars of 
our country, even until this day ; now therefore be it 

Resolved, tha: the Board of Trustees of the Congregation Shearith Israel, in 
the city of New York, acting on behalf of the congregation, hereby pledges its 
unqualified and undivided loyalty and support to the President and Congress of 
the United States in the national emergency which now confronts our beloved 
America, and further tenders to them every means within our power to compass 
victory over her enemies, both by land and by sea, finally invoking upon the 
Government and every branch thereof that holy protection, wisdom, and guid- 
ance of the God of Israe) which bas attended our fathers throughout the 
centuries. 

Resolved, that in token of the spirit of the foregoing it is hereby ordered that 
the American flag be displayed over the synagogue until the arms of the United 
States shall gloriously triumph over those of Germany. 

Resolved, that a copy of these preamble and resolutions be transmitted to 
His Excellency the President of the United States, to the President of the Senate, 
to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, and be entered upon the minutes 
of the proceedings of this body.

WAR. VICTIMS’ RELIEF, 
“THE JEW.” 
REVIVAL IN AID OF THE FUND, 


On Tuesday, Richard Cumberland's play, “The Jew,” was revived at a 
matinée held in aid of the Fands for the Relie{ of the Jewish Victims of the War 
in Russia. Mr, and Mrs. M. J. Landa, who are responsible for the organisation, 
the producing and the abridging of the play, are to be congratulated upon the 
professional. finish-and expertness of the undertaking. Mr. S. Teitelbaum gave a 
very characteristic rendering of the somewhat apocryphal Sheva, whose miserly 
existence is but a preparation, a state in which he is reculer pour micux sauter 
into the generous beneficence of the bestowal of his entire fortune upon the 
charming young people with whom he comes into contact. The play is said to 
have ‘been dubbed unconventional, in that the Jew in it is an heroic figure 
according to orthodox conceptions of heroism, and it is said that Camberland 
wrote it as “a pleaon behalf of the Jew, who had been consistently maligned on 
the stage.” It is interesting to note the progress in the popular concéption of 
what may be termed “unconventional.” Messrs. James Carew, Paul Mardol,. 
Sydney T. Pease, William Stack, and the Misses Esther Phillips, Mary Clare and 
Iris Macki very generously supported Mr. Teitelbaum in the various parts, and 
Mr. M. J. Landa himself played as Jabal, the man-servant of Sheva. A picture — 
especially drawn by Mr. Mark Wayner, with an inscription from Ezekiel, 
Neither shalt thou bear the reproach of the people any more,” adorned the 
programme, and the original was auctioned by Mr. Landa and knocked down 
for twelve guineas. Mr. Landa, when he thanked all those who had helped to 
make the alternoon such an undeniable success, said that it was estimated that 
about 4150 would be handed to the Fund. 


HILFSVEREIN RELIEF WORK IN POLAND, 
AMERICAN HELP. 


Remarkable statistics were produced last week at the annual meeting of the Help 
Association of German Jews (The //ii/sverein). Since the beginning of the war 11,422,580 
marks have been expended out of the funds received from America for the assistance of 
Jews in the occupied districts of Poland and Lithuania. About 1,000,000 marks a month 
are now being distributed in the occupied territories from the American fund. Through 
its organisation for the transmission of letters and money from the United States the 
Help Association (/Hiifsverein) obtained from America, up to the end of American 
neutrality, about 5,000,000 marks; it sent and received about 2,500,000 letters. The 
Help Association claimis that in co-operation with the German Government and the 
German shipping companies it organised the emigration, “ before the accentuation of 
a submarine war,” of about 5,000 persons from the occupied territories to America.— 
The Times.

National Service for Friendly Alien Residents. 
RUSSIAN AND RUMANIAN JEWISH COMMITTEE FORMED 
LONDON. 


At the instance of the Foreign Press Club, a Central Committee has been 
formed for the enrolment of friendly aliens for National Service. Committees 
have been formed representing all Nationals resident in this country ; each Com- 
mittee having representatives upon the Central Committee, with an Executive, 
presided over by M. Coudurier de Chassaigne, with Lord Burnham as Honorary 
President. 

Some weeks back attention was drawn to the fact that the Russians were not 
in any way represented, and as the majority of Russians resident in this country 
are of the Jewish faith, it was deemed advisable that a Russian Jewish Comm:t'ee 
be formed. Later, it was resolved to extend the scope of the work and to make it 
a Russian and Rumanian Jewish Committee. Meetings were held at the U ited 
Synagogue Offices, presided over by Mr. Albert M. Woolf, the Vice-President of 
the United Synagogae. Representatives of various friendly societies were present, 
and it was agreed that the Committee be constituted and that they send repre- 
sentatives to the Central Committee. .

A TYPOGRAPHICAL MONUMENT. 


At the public sale of the printing office of the firm of Levisson (D, Proops Jzn.). 
of Amsterdam, held recently, a very important collection of punches And matrices 
of Hebrew and rabbinical fonts from the press of the renowned Jewish printer, Jos. 
Athias, was acquired by the Lettergieterij (type foundry) “Amsterdam.” The 
whole collection is contained in a small cabinet of seventeenth century make, 
which came, in the year 1761, into the possession of Proops Brothers. 

Jos. Athias was a Spanish Jew, and originated from‘an old family of printers 
which exercised the printing art as far back as 1552 at Ferrara (Spain). After 
having gone through his apprenticeship he settled at Amsterdam, where he was 
admitted in 1661 a member of the Guild. He won a great reputation by the 
remarkable accuracy of the text of his works and the fine cut of his types, which 
he owed to the great punch cutter Christoffel van Dijck. His masterpiece is the 
Hebrew Bible, of which the first edition was published 1661, and the second in 
1667. The States-General granted him for his work a concession for twenty-two 
years and a gold chain and medal of “ 36 centigrammes fine gold,” an honour 
which—as Athias himself testifies—had not been rendered within the memory of 
man to an Israelite 

After the death of Jos. Athias in the year 1692 his son Emanuel continued 
the business, which had been transferred in 1686 from the Zwanenburgersiraat to 
the Nieuwe Heerengracht. During the lifetime of the father the stock was sold 
on account of its having been bequeathed to the widow Jan Jacobsz. Schipper, 
with the exception, however, of the Hebrew and rabbinical fonts, which, accord- 
ing to the foreword of the Spanish-Hebrew Bible printed in 1762 by Joseph, Jacob, 
and Abraham Proops, had come into their possession They had reason to be 
proud of this property, which they preserved for a century and a half with 
greatlove. It may be anticipated from the reputation of the Lettergieterij “Amster 
dam ” that this valuable monument of typography will be preserved by them with 
due reverence for the past. 


THe Late Sir F. Bernano.—A correspondent writes: . Sir Francis 
Burnand, the late Editor of Puinch; who recently died, wrote of his family. which 
was Catholic and came from Savoy, as follows " Whatever they had nominally 
become, the cast of countenance was most decidedly Jewish. As far as I can 
remember, my grandfather was rather Jewish, while my grandmother (a Sapte), 
was undeniably so. Looking at their portraits, and remembering them distinctly 
late in life, I have no hesitation in saying that the Hebrew type is certainly promi: 
nent. Lewis {or Louis) Burnand, standing about 5 feet 4 inches, was an unmis- 
takable Mosaic, as was also George, the eldest son, who, on the Stock Exchange 
as a young man, was nicknamed ‘the handsome Jew.’ ”

JEWISH MATERNITY SOCIETY. 


MR. HERBERT SAMUEL ON WAR AGAINST DIRT 

The annual general meeting of the Society was held on Wednesday last a 
the West Central Girls’ Club. © én 

Lady (Marcus) SAMUEL, who occupied the chair, ia the course of her open- 
ing remarks said that in spite of their hopes of the previous two years they met 
again under the shadow of the terrible war. In. tlfose circumstances their 
anxieties bad been great and increasing. But the Committee and Staff had done 
their very ulmost for the Jewish poor in the East End. 

Before presenting the report for the past year (reference to which was made 
in these columns last week) Mrs. Monet read messages of apology for non- 
attendance from Lady Rothschild, Lady Sassoon, Mrs. N. L. Cohen, Mrs. H. 
Lebus, and Mrs. §. 0. Lazarus. She said thatthe child was the best asset of the 
country and the Society had been one of the earliest in the East End to carry on 
infant welfare effort. The Maternity Home had many good friends, among whom 
she mentioned Mrs. W. Goldstein, who had organised avery successful entertain- 
mentin Brondesbury for the good of the cause 

Mr. Hersert Sauvuer, M.P., in moving the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, said that the Society had many activities which had been described 
to them that afternoon by Mrs. Model. gut the one in which he took a special 
interest was that of the Sick Room Helps Branch. There the Society had been 
breaking fresh ground There was nothing more pathetic in the world 
than the perennial struggle of woman against dirt. He did not refer toa 
welleto-do woman who rang a bell fora servant who removed the dirt, but the 
working woman In health, the conflict between woman on the one hand and 
dirt on the other was always a struggle But in sickness, the baitle became 
uncqual and indeed hopeless. Then it was that the Society came to the rescue, 
and sent in well-trained avwxiliarics who routed the enemy heavy 
lines, and with and broom swept the field. The value of these 
Sick Room Helps was proved by the readiness of the women themselves to sub 
scribe, in order to obtain the service. When the war broke out he had the 
honour to fill the office of President of the Local Government Board, and the 
problem which faced the Department was severe 
particularly in the sphere of women’s labour.

The Leeds Kosher Kitchen—one of the oldest communal charities—is in a pre- 
carious condition. The splendid work done by the organisation in supplying 
Kosher meals to the Jewish inmates of the various hospitals 
and institutions bas commended it for many years to the 
support Of the community, but: latterly the income has 
shown a marked falling-off. Owing to this, some months-ago the Executive were 
compelled to curtail their operations, and the supply of dinners at certain institu- 
tions was stopped. The financial position of ‘the charity bas gone from bad to 
worse, until its very existence is threatened. In view of the critical situation, a 
public meeting of thecommunity wasconvened, but though extensively advertised, 
there was but a meagre attendance at the Jewish Institute on Suaday afternoon. 

Mr. J. Cowen, Hon. President, presided, and was supported by the local | 
Rabbis. The Chairman outlined the unsatisfactory state of affairs. Though the 
cost of. food stufis. bad greatly increased, their. income had shown a marked 
decrease, out of all keeping with present condilions. He strongly urged that the 
community should: realise its responsibilities if the Kosher Kitchen’ were to be 
saved from totalcollapse. Manyof the orthodox inmates of tle General Infirmary, 
Women's and Children's Hospital, and other medical institutions, would certainly 
languish for want of proper nourishment if the Kosher meals were not supplied. 
The Kosher Kitchen was approved of and appreciated by the officials of the 
various medical institutions, and it would be deplorable if so deserving an institu- 
tion were lost to the community through want of adequate support. 

Rabbis I. H. Daicurs, S. Hurwirz, and J, L. Asrrinsky also addressed 
_ the meeting and emphasised the urgent necessity of using every endeavour to 
obtain additional support for the Kosher Kitchen. 

Uliimately, on the proposition of Mr. S. WoLFsown, it was decided that a 
personal canvass of the community be made for new subscribers in the near future.

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JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


THE FUTURE OWNERSHIP OF 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


It is but reasonable to suppose that the future of Palestine must have 
been seriously engaging the Allied Governments, especially in view of the 
British advance in that land. Toacertain extent there appears to be a 
pretty unanimous, or at least a very strong, opinion that the wresting of 
Palestine from Turkish misrule is to be utilised for the purpose of satisfying 
in some form Jewish National aspirations, thus helping to rid the world of 
at least one teasing problem. But when ve come to the question of the 
actual ownership of the country there is not nearly the same accord, 
except in a recognition of the difficulty that must arise whenever an attempt 
is made to satisfy a]l rival claims. It is this that has disposed some people 
to suggest that Palestine should be placed under the joint control of the 
two Powers that have the clearest right to the country, England and 
France. The danger inherent in any such arrangement must, however, 
be obvious ; it is dangerous not alone to any Jewish regeneration in the 
Holy Land, but also to British and French interests there. condomifpium 
otters no hope of finality. It is not a solution but a make-shift—and a 
make-sbift which satisfies neither party, keeping the victimised country in 
which it is established in a state of chronic unrest and stagnation. It is 
not an objective : it is a stage to an objective—or rather it is a stage to two 
divergent objectives; and the vice of it is that the two parties to it 
incessantly drive towards their own goals, producing irritation between 
them and threatening their relations as well as the peace and the future of the 
land which is in question. Ina word, the condominium can only have 
three endings. It must lead to partition—a course which would be fatal to 
all interests concerned. It might be a potent cause of war—a misfortune 
which all, especially Jews, would deplore, and which would plunge 
Palestine in the abyss. Or else it would lead to one or other of the two 
States at last taking full charge of the country. But surely it wre be'ter 
to make one bite at the cherry and compass this latter end now, 
instead of after a generation of friction, unrest, and retrogression. 


PALESTINE. 


A condominium was tried in Egypt. But it was unsparinzly 
condemned by Lord Cromer as a “rickety political edifice.” For 
a Jewish Palestine to begin its. career shorn of its territorial and 


economic necessities, and to begin on a “ rickety "’ political foundation were 
fatal. We all realise the difficulties that exist. It is, indeed, doubtless 
these difficulties that inspired in the Spectator the proposal that the 
United States should have .Palestine for the specific purpose of making 
of it a Jewish homeland. But the suggestion literally bristles with 
objections, not the least being that the United States are in the far 
West and Palestine is on the edge of the far East. Besides, it is impossible 
to believe that America would look at a proposition which in itself would 
be experimental, but which would certainly transform her world-position 
permanently for ever. The claims to Palestine of our great French Ally 
are considerable, but they cannot be said to be vital, and thus, so far as 
France is concerned. this matter is not incapable of adjustment. On the 
other hand, Palestine is vital to the safety of Britain, and sooner or later it 
must pass under British suzerainty, if Great Britain is to remain a great 
Empire and the peace of the world is to be maintained. Why not let it so 
pass now ? 


A JEWISH PALESTINE. 
OUESTION IN PARLIAMENT, 

In the House of Commons on Wednesday, Commander WEDGwoop asked 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether any pledges had been given 
to France or Italy which migh: impede the establishment of an independent and 
integral Jewish Palestine under American or British protection. 

Lord Rosert Ceci_: I am afraid 1 cannot answer any question as to any 
pledges which may or may not have been given to our Allies about the terms of 
peace. 


THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE AND PALESTINE. 
Mr. Joseph Cowen has given notice of his intention of moving at the next 
meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association the following resolution : 
That it be an instruction to the members representing the Anglo-Jewish Association 
on the Conjoint Committee that in the event of the Conjoint Committee not coming toa 
mutually agreeable arrangement with the Zionist representatives as to representatoing 
to be made to the British Government with regard to Palestine, the Conjo'nt Committe 
shall refrain from taking apy action direct or indirect respecting such representations. 
In conveying to the Secretary the above intimation, Mr. Cowen, in a covering 
letter, says: “I trust that there will be a meeting at a very early date, or if not, 
that one will be called so that this motion may be at once discussed, and in the 
meantime I shal! be glad if you will let Mr. Montefiore know of it, and to Say 
that I trust no steps will be taken pending the discussion of this resolution at the 
Council.” 


THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES AND PALESTINE. 


Dr. Samuel Daiches has given the following notice of motion for discussion 
at the next meeting of the Board of Deputies: That the President convenea 
special meeting of Deputies and Delegates from the Hebrew Congregations in the 
United Kingdom for the purpose of considering the issuing of a declaration to the 
effect that the British Jews hope that the historical claims of the Jewish people 
on their ancient homeland will be recognised and that Palestine will be made a 
Jewish centre. 


GENERAL SMUTS AND ZIONISM, 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. } 
JOHANNESBURG. 


General Smuts, prior to his departure for Europe, granted an interview to 
Mr. N. Levi, of Pretoria, who came to make representations on behalf of the 
South African Jewish Congress Committee in the cause of Jewish emancipation in 
certain countries as a question that would probably come up at the’ London 
Conference. Some tims ago, Mr. Malan expressed the Government's sympathy, 
ow broad lines, with the resolutions recently adopted at the Congress, in so far as 
they affected probable werk of the London Conference. Mr. Malan, however, 
ceuld not-promise that the Cabinet would find an opportunityof giving a definite 
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mandate on the question. Hence General Smuts, as the South African delegate 
to the Conference, was approached informally. He at once stated that he 
required no cohvincing on the subject of political and religious equality for the 
Jews, as he deemed them fully worthy of it. He also assured the interviewer that 
the principle of Zionism appealed to him greatly from more than one standpoint. 
He promised to consider the Congress resolutions carefully, and to give them his 
cordial support at the Conference as far as seemed possible to bim after a thorough 
examination of all the circumstances. This examination was, however, not 
easible at Pretoria owing to his time being severely limited. 


THE “SPECTATOR” ON THE FUTURE OF PALESTINE, 


AN AMERICAN SUZERAINTY 

_ The Spe-tator ia its last issue published an article on “ The Future of Pales- 
tine,” in which it discussed the suggestion that the country should at the Peace 
come under British su zerainty Ihe military necessity for this our Contemporary 
discusses and dismisses as non-existent, while “on other grounds” it declares “the 
project is wholly objectionable.” Its chief reason for this view is that the bands 
of the British Empire are already full enough. “ Within the British Empire,” says 
the Spectator, “ we have already a sufficiency of dependencies of un teveloped or 
half developed tands inhabited by alien or backwood races. Our responsibilities 
in this field are stupendous already, and must not be lightly increased.” 

The proposal to colonise Palestine with Jews, continues our contemporary, stands 
on a different footing. Though by no means new, it seems to us entirely commendable. 
The Zionists have been working atthe scheme for twenty or thirty years, with help from 
the Rothschilds, aed the late Baron Hirsch apparently intended his millhons to be 
devoted to the colonisation of Palestine.on a large scale by the Jews froin the Ruissi«n 
Pale andfrom Rumania. Long beforé the Zionists, the idea was brilliantly set forth by 
a great Jew in that most witty and fascinating romance Tancred. The Emir Fakredeen 
of the Lebanon, whom Tancred de Montacute met during his pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land, was full of fantastic schemes for founding a new Syrian Empire based on the 
Druses and Maronites, but he was at heart a Jew and desired the regeneration of his 
race. When Tancred remarked to the Jewish banker. ‘‘It seems tome that you 
govern every land except your own,” Besso replied ‘That might have been done in 
'39,"’ when Mehemet Al: had driven the Turk beyond the Cilician Gates. In Tancred’s 
period, according to Disraeli, the Palestine gossips were Saying that ‘' Palmerston will 
never rest till he gets Jerusalem,’’ but the Jews knew better. -In recent years a number 
of small Jewish colonies have been established, and before the war they were making 
steady progress. immigrants from. Northern and Eastern Europe naturally found ithard | 
to accustom themselves to the new conditions, but those who persevered with Zion:st sup- 
port have done fairly well. [tis said that the Jews already form a sixth of the scanty 
population, which is under seven hundred thousand, so that newcomers would find a 
Jewish environment ia most parts of Palestine. [fso much has been done despite the 
misgovernment of the Turk and the chronic disorder caused by the unruly nomad 
tribes, it is probable that the Jews wou!d multiply and prosper wére Palestirte freed (rom 
the Turk and given peace and order. Mr. Zangwill's Jewish Territorial Organisation 
has Sought the world over for suitable sites for Jewish colonies, and in East Airica, io 
Cyrenaica, and ta Angola has met with apparently insuperable difficulties, Palestine, 
with its great stretches of untilied land and its lack of people, seems to offer more to the 
_ Jews than any of the proposed alternatives. A thriving Jewish colony in the Holy Land 
woul! benefit everyone and oftead none. 

The existence of an isolated Jewish State would be precarious. [t must have behiod 
it same Christian Poxer or Powers, or it would become as bad a centre of political 
igtrigues as Turkey or Morocco or Persia. Yet, as we have said, the question of the 
Holy Places inyo'ves so much religious and national jealousy that we could not :become 
their protector, and prebably no other European Power alone could do so with safety. 
It seems to us that America has here a great opportumity for rendering a service to 
Eurepe and the East. She might very well undertake the task of protecting the~ 
Jewish Republic of Palestine—a neutral international Republic in ‘which Bo 
Power -was unduly favoured to the exclusion of others—just as she has 
fulfilled the task of p:otecting the Republics of Cuba and Panama. America 
would excité no jealousy. She is on the best of térims with all “the Allies, and 
is Umivercally régpected outside Germany. medical ‘missionaries ,hbaye 4or many 
years pervaded Asiatic Turkey from the Black Sea to the Red Sea, and have won the 
cormhdence and affection of the many races. “America bas no political ams to serve in 
thé Near Fist. Her assumption of a jsrotectéfate would simply be a guatantee thai the 
ltttle Palestine Repyblic would have no external enemy to fear and would be required to 
maintain an honest and competent administration. Many conflicting and irreconcilable 
ambations would chus be stilted for ever, and Christians, Jews; aad Moslems. aire. could 
visit peacefully the sacred places which have an eternal appeal for mankind. “4 


A “PUTURE OF PALESTINE” DINNER. 


The Lyceum (the monthly journal of the Lyceum Club) for May-printsa 
report of the dinner held on the 16th April, when the “ Future of Palestine” was 
considered. . Miss Pullen Berry presided, and introduced Dr. Weizmann, who 
delivered the principal address. He was followed by: Mr. James 08 ROTHSCHILD. 
He said that he was present for the Passover at the house of Dr. Weizmann, who 
fer the occasion opened a bottie of Palestine wine, which had encountered he 
knew not what adventures in the course of its journey. For him was poured out 
. & pharmaceutically meagre draught, but it tasted as sweet as nectar. On that 
occasion it was customary to wish each othera happy meeting in the ensuing year 
in the Holy Land. During the thirty odd years that he hiniself had been present 
at these Passover gatherings he had seen a wistful, whimsical smile cross over the 
faces of those expressing the wish, but this time at the house of Dr. Weizmann 
there was in the eyes of all present, men and women alike, a look that betokened 
& sense of reality such as he had not seen before. For centuries the Jewish 
people bad been living in memories and dreams, and the subject of these dreams 
bad always. been Palestine. These dreams had béen. the symbol and sign 
of -the ethnic life of the Jews during all these centuries.. And now, Owing 
to the labours of Dr. Weizmann and others, the dreamers were being awakened 
from their slumbers to learn that dreams can be transmuted into realities. For 
centuries the Jewish race bas been hibernating, to-day it is opening its eyes, it 1s 
stretching its limbs. England it was that drew the sword for Belgium, and he 
ventured to say that it was only Great Britain and her Dominions that were 
willing to battle for the restoration to their own country of a small people like the 
Jews. In every Jewish heart wherever one beat there went forth in consequence 
such a wave of gratitude as would never flow back. 

Dr. MASTERTON spoke of a distinguished member of his own .profession 
arriving in Palestine only to find rain and dreariness wherever he went during his 
visit, aving shaken off its mud from his feet he at length wrote a book called 
“The Land that was Desolate,” the depressing and inaccurate descriptions in 
which deterred scores of travellers from visiting the country. As a matter of 
fact it was possible to find in Palestine a spring that would entirely satisfy those 
who were now deploring its disappearance from England. The soldiers of the 
British Enpire were steadily gaining ground, and by their victorious advance 
brought hope to the Jewish people that ere long, after 2,000 years of wandering, 
prophecy and dream would find their fulfilment in their re-establishment as a 
nation in the cradle of their race and of our faith. 

Canon Parritt followed with a few reminiscences from twenty years spent 
in the East, which in some respects was apparently so cosmopolitan ; at any rate, 
he was once at a dinner in Bagdad where the toasts were proposed in fourteen 
European languages, Ata certain hotel in Jerusalem, when the place was over- 
crowded with visitors, an extra staff was engaged, including a lad who confused 
the difference between Lord and God, and came in with the announcement to the 
Bishop, “ My God, the breakfast is ready! ” 

_ The Rev. W. LANCASTER proposed the toast of the Presiden: and Hostess, 
and with it paid a profound tribute to the Jewish guests who had done so much 
for the Zionist movement. 

Miss CZapLicka, in acknowledging the toast, said that there was perhaps 
one reason why she was more attracted by the cry for freedom which had found 


expression in the Zionist movement than, it may be, anyone born in these free 
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British Isles. No Britisher, whether at home or in the Dominions, really knew 
what it was to be enslaved, and she hoped they never would know. But if the 
desires of the Jewish race were to be listened to, it must be remembered that the 
Zionist movement was not their only expression, To-day, in each of the 
European nations, a great portion of the Jewish race considered itself at one with 
the nation among which it found its home. It had often been said that the Jews, 
even it they had the opportunity or building upa country of their own, might 
refuse to do so because of material considerations. But there were also 
moral considerations that would keep many members of the race within the 


nations to which they felt they belonged—she meant attachment to 
the culture of a given country, to its land, its people, and above 
all its language—all of which may be summed up in one wo d— 


Patriotism. Patriotism must not be taken as a feeling of gratitude shown by an 
alien race to the country which had given it hospitality, for patriotic Jews were 
to be found in countries such as Germany and Russia, in spite of the resirictions 
imposed on them, They simply could not help this feeling since every need of 
life was common to them and the community around. She mentioned this 
simply with the hope that Zionists would be tolerant towards those of their race 
who felt at home in Europe. At the same time she hoped that the Zionists who 
reached Palestine would open the country to European travellers, since this Club 
especially included among its members many who, like the President cf the 
evening, spent most of their time in wandering round the world.

Abrahams (Past President), G. Slutzkin, and 
J}. Smush (Treasurer), and was carried unanimously. The President, in ordering 
the resolution to be entered in the minutes, said this would be a proud day for the 
congregation. He hoped there would be a united demand by the Jewish people in their 
nationa) claim for a Jewish Centre in Palestine, and that with God's help their hopes 
should be speedily realised. The deputation were thanked for their attendance and 
then withdrew. The congregation will decide upon the method it will adopt to provide 
its one hundred and eighty members with Shekolim, whether by annua! payment from the 
funds, or by levy on the members, and the synagogue will elect represeniatives on the 
local Zionist Central Council.

“Sir .—Referring to your report of the proceedings at the annual general 


money grant made to necessitous cases on the occasion of a Bris Milah to fifteen 
shillings. This. statement was, however, not quite correct, as, unfortunately, 
owing to lack of funds, no definite increase could be fixed, and it was decided 
that any increase was to be determined by the state of the Society's finances. 

In former years the grant amounted to as much as 30s. per case, but 
the fresh financial responsibilities undertaken by the Society in the provision of 
expert medical assistance and supervision, combined with nursing care, have com- 
pelled a gradual reduction in the monetary portion of the Society's benefiis to the 
present amount of half a guinea. The radical improvements effected by the 
Society's medical officer through the training of Mohelim in the most modern 
methods of aseptic surgery and the institution of a system of granting certificates 
of competency only to fully qualified men (a register of whom is published semi- 
annually) bave removed abuses, which in the past lead to attacks on Milah in this 
country, and which—if allowed to remain—would have imperilled the due 
_ performance of this essential rite. 
ip At the annual general meeting the feeling was strongly manifested that ih-se 
safeguards were advantageous to the general community for which the poor 
should not be made to pay, and that, in view of the great rise in the cost of all 
necessities, the grant of half a guinea was quite inadequate.

“Children of the Ghetto.”

IT am told that the project for the provision of a Jewish hut for the 
East End of London has progressed so very favourably, that we may at any 
moment see this long-awaited hut springing into being in a spot not .a 
hundred miles from Mile End Waste. It is casy to imagine the need for a 
specifically Jev sh hat East of Aldgate; and one learns that, when established, it 
will be available to men of every religious denomination. Some friends of mine, 
folk of a utilitarian turn of mind, hopeful that the war will have ended by Tishri, 
suggest that the hut mig!it be converted into a popular Succah, thus gladdening 
the hearts of those with no Succah of their own. A case’of history repeating 
itself, with the exception that Israel will find itSelf on the Waste instead of in the 
Wilderness. The Works Committee of the Stepney Borough Council has given 
the necessary permission for the erection of the Hut, subject to the actual position 
and design meeting with the approval of the Borough Engineer. I understand 


that the Council as a whole views this Jewish undertaking with considerable 
pleasure.

FUTURE OF THE YIDDISH THEATRE. 


The Stage. 


After a period of over two years’ successful production of plays by famous authors, 
Mr. Maurice Moscovitch, the celebrated American Yiddish player, is to give his farewell 
performance for this season at the Pavilion Theatre next Monday evening, when he is 
to prodace Andreieft's prologue to “ Anathema,” and the last three acts of " The Father” 
by Strindberg. 

Seen by a representative of the Jewish CHRONICLE as to his future prospects he 
said: .“ I can hardly say as yet what | will do. My/uture is in the hands of fate. You 
see my season here had to terminate as I have contracts to fulfil for South America. 
Hardly a week passes without my receiving some cable from Buenos Ayres imploring 
metocome. Yes, this is all very nice of the people over there, but how am Ito go? 
One can lose money, or 4 reputation, or even hope, but life. We have only 
one life in this world, The last time I came over it was soon after war was declared, I 
never thought of submarines. To-day things are different. Who knows, perhaps, at 
the eleventh hour something may turn up. : 

“I have had an offer the other day of playing on the English stage. The American writer, 
George Broadhurst, the author of “ Bought and Paid For,” has a dramatised version of 
one of Shomer's stories, which would be eminently suitable for the British public in war 
time. There is talk of getting Irene Vanbrugh to take the other leading part. Then 
Nigel Playtair, whois ronning the Russian Theatre at the Grafton Galleries, wants me to 
do Russian plays in English. Edith Craig has been to the Pavilion Theatre to see my 
production of Tolstoy's “ Living Corpse” and “ Resurrection,” and she, too, thioks that 
the production of Russian plays in English should be my next step. 

“ ButI am thinking of the gloriously free Russia of to-day. _And so, if I should be 
unable to fulfil my engagements in South America, I should long to return to Russia, 
Only just think! Petrograd, Moscow, Kieff, Odessa—the whole world of Russian Jewry 
lies open to me. Look what possibilities for the further development of the Yiddish 
Theatre there are in this new Russia, where Jews are not ashamed of speaking their own 
Yiddish language.” 

Hasn't the Yiddish Theatre done very well! here? 

“Io which way, financially or artistically? Well, financially, the war has hit us to 
some extent. After the Zeppelin raids of last autumn we had to play to empty houses 
fora month. Andon nights when some mysterious pass-word has been handed round 
that Zeppelins are coming, we have not done so well as we should in normal times. 
Then, again, we cannot boast of any great artistic achievements. For the Yiddish 
Theatre, in ord r to maintain itself, must produce a new play every Saturday night. 
Look how bad this must be for Yiddish dramatic art. It hardly gives the actor time to 
familiarise himself with his part. Still, we are not worse than the English theatres ia . 
this respect. We, too, have been caught in the epidemic of light plays, comedies, 
farces; the Ghetto audience is also in no mood at present for brooding much over 
intellectual problems. 

“And yet withal the Yiddish Theatre bas undergone some improvement. 
decorum is excellent; the audience is keen and enthusiastic. The public demand style 
im our stage costumes. For it is not infrequent for the Yiddish play-goer to adopt the. 
latest style of his or her favourite, and so we have Bond Street in Whitechapel! 

“By the way, we have had Canadian soldiers, on leave for the Jewish holidays, at 
the theatre. One, a corporal, with-his little boy of eleven, approached me at one

performance, actuallyon the stage, and proudly told me that he had come all the way 
from Montreal to see me and to introduce to me hit boy, who had been twice wounded 
in France. Last Passover a party of twenty young Russian Jewish soldiers called 
onme.

I invited them home to my place, where they had Seder.

Sirn,—We ask the hospitality of your columns to appeal on behalf of th® 
Bow, Bromley, and Mile End Talmud Torah, to our charitable brethren who ar® 
concerned for the religious and moral training of the rising generation. 

We venture to think that these are the days in which no effort that makes for 
the uplifting of the standard of human conduct dare be lost, though we recognise 
that these, too, are the days when, with the claims of larger bodies pressing on the 
community, the needs of smal! and local institutions are apt to be overlooked. 

This Talmud Torab was established five years ago to supply religious educa- 
tion in a district where it was urgently required. It is affiliated to the Talmud 
Torab Trust and has been inspected by the membersof its Education Committee, 
including members of the Beth Din. 

Our work has invariably won the approval of the different examiners, who, 
from time to time, have expresseJ their satisfaction with the curriculum set forth 
and the results achieved. 

Oar funds are mainly provided by the working people living hereabouts, who 
make great and self-sacrificing efforts for the Hebrew and religious education of 
their children, but we have always been dependent on the kindness of friends and 
well-wishers to wipe out our deficit at the end of the year’s working. 

The very large house at 56, Bow Road, which we now rent, and where we 
have commodious classrooms, is for sale, and the Committee, after careful con- 
sideration, has come to the conclusion that its purchase would alleviate the 
problem of finding the wherewithal to carry on, for the annual expenditure would 
thereby be considerably lessened. 

Mr. Lewis Solomon, F.R.1.B.A., has advised us that the premises are strong, 


_ well drained, and cheap, and, acting on his advice, we have entered into an agree- 


ment to purchase them for 4400 en a lease which has still thaty-six years to run. 
For repairs and alterations another £200 is required. We should then have 
accommodation for four hundred children, and, in addition, should have set up a 
synagogue in which two hundred people may worship. 

Mr. Louis Benjamin has kindly contributed / 100 to commence our fund, and 
we now confidently ask the generous public for their assistance in aiding us to 
raise the /5CO still needed to achieve the object we have in view.
